LONDON, June 11.—In reply to the 
Russian Government's request. fora:

grad a note in which Is expressed hearty 
acceptation and approval of the prin- 
ciples which President Wilson laid down 
in his historic message to Congress.

NO DISORDER "REPORTED 


Names, ‘Recorded by 40,000 
Volunteer Men and Women 
. —Mayor Enrolls Early. 


More’ than 40,000 men and women be- 
gan yesterday the taking of. the State 
military census ‘of all persons between 
the ages of 16 and 50 years, arid.at 11 
o'clock last night Ernest P. Goodrich, 
director of the, census for New York 
City, announced that about 300,000 had 
registered, of whom 100,000. were in 
Brooklyn and 20,000 in Queens. There 
are about 4,000 registering places in the 
city, and most of these were open by 8 
o’clock in the morning, while hundreds 
were ready for business an hour eariler. 
In many instances the work of registra- 
tion was delayed owing to the non-de- 
livery of registry cards and other needed 
documents, but by this morning, it was 
announced, © every 
would pe fully supplied. 

At noon the first reports began to come 
into census héadquarters at -261- Broad- 
way.. These showed the registration was 
well within the, estimated daily average 
figured on by thé directors. In a few 
districts enthusiastic registrars reported 
that if the day’s rush was maintained 
“for the rest of this week those districts

‘I new front in Belgium today the British 


captured the enemy’s trench system over 
a front of abéut a ‘mile near La Poterie 
farm, just one mile due west of Warne- 
ton. The operation, ‘which was in the 
nature of a surprise attack, as seen by 
the fact that General Haig’s troops took 
seven field guns, was carried out early 
this morning. During the day the Brit- 
ish gained further ground. in this area. 
Elsewhere on thé British front the day 
has been marked -by spifited raiding 
operations, particularly at several points 
along La Bassée salient, between Lens 
and Armentiéres, which is the only im- 
portant salient left in German hands 


‘along this front. 


The text of tonight’s statement reads: 

Our progress southeast of Messines 
has continued. Early this morning we 
captured the erlemy’s trench system in 
the neighborhood of La Poterie farm 
on a frant of about a mile, and during 
‘the day our troops gained further 
ground in this area. 

In addition to some prisoners, seven 
German field guns have been captured 
by~us 7 as a result-at these oper- 
ations. ,

“There was: considerable artillery ac- 
tivity.on both sides during the night 
east,of Bp6hy: - Bodies of hostile-troops... 
assembling in this area were dispersed 
by. our fire. ' 

We made a successfyl raid last night 
southwest of La Bassée. Much dam- 
age wag done to the enemy’s trenches 
‘and mine galleries, and eighteen pris- 
oners’ were captured. Parties of our 
troops also raided German _positioris 
east of Vermelles and~-south of Ar- 
mentiéres. ~ They inflicted a number of 
casualties on the enemy.

of Ypres. Our line has again been ad-

‘ After a vigorous surprise bombard- 
ment at night, British companies ad- 
vanced against our lines west of Hol- 
lebeke and Vambeke.. They were re- 
pulsed. South of the Douve, British 
attacks during; the. evening against 
the pottery west of Warneton failed. 

On both sides of La Bassée Canal 
and. on the southern bank of the 
Scarpe our destructive fire near 
Festubert, Loes, and Monchy pre- 
vented British attacks in preparatign 
from being carried out. On the La 
Baesée-Bethune road, northeast of 
Vermelles and near Hulluch, enemy 
reconnoitring advances: “were re- 
pulsed.

** Some of it is false and some of it ig 
true,’ said Secretary Daniels.- ‘I am 
resentful because the confidential files 
of the department have been revealed.” | 

It then came out tnat Secretary Dan- 
fels had been informed by Senator Fre- 
linghuysen of the information that had 
come to him from an-anonymous source, 
The New Jersey Senator protested that 
he had no other idea in asking questions 
of the Secretary than to ascertain wheth- 
er there was*anything wrong with -the 
management of the navy: He wanted it 
known that he was not spreading infor- 
mation, conveyed to him by a “ spy or 
traitor.’”’ 

Senator Swanson, Chairman: of the 
committee, suggested that the matter ap- 
peared to be of such a serious character 
that the committee should go mto execu- 
tive session, and this followed.

ROME, June 11, (via Paris.)—A crisis 
in the Italian Cabinet has developed 
when least @expected, only a few days 
before the reopening: of Parliament, 
which is fixed for Juhe 14.

CONSCRIPTION BILL _ 
- OFFERED IN CANADA 


OTTAWA, June '11.—A bill for com- 
pulsory military service by Canadians 
between the ages of 20 and 45 years was 
presented in the House of Commons to- 
day by Sir Robert Borden. : 

‘The Premier said that on Jan. 1, 1915, 
he had authorized the enlistment of 500,- 
000. men for overseas service and the 
offer ‘was taken as a pledge that thé 
number would be raised?

ing had fallen-off while the demand for 
men, increased, Sir Robert explained. To 
date. Canadians had suffered casualties 
to the number of 99,000. In April and 
May last 11,790 men had been enlisted 
in Canada, while there had been 17,322 
casualties among. Canadians at the 
front. ‘There were under arms enough 
Canadians to supply reinforcements for 
some time to come, but for military rea- 
sons he: could not say how long. 

But. during the next seven months, 
to keep four Canadian army divisions 
in the field the enlistment of 70,000 
men was needed and to keep five di- 
visions in the field &, men were 
needed, he pointed out; there was a 

eater number of suitable men in 
“anada. It had been decided that they 
should be brought to arms by compyl- 
sion. All Canadians under a law which 
had been on the statute books for forty- 
nine years,--were liable for the de- 
fense of the country and liable to be 
gent. abroad if the Government decided 
that in- Sotunding the country they 
should fight beyond its boundaries. To- 
day the first line of Canadian defense 
was in the North Sea with the British 
fleet and in the trenches of France 
with the Canadian divisions. When the 
Canadians at Ypres barred the Germans 
from Calais on April 22, 1916, they 
barred the way also to London, to 
Halifax and to Montreal.

~The’ changes to be wrought in us- 
tria-~Hungary, if justice is to be done 
and peace safeguarded, are no doubt 
considerable, but they are nevertheless 
essential if we are to prevent, in the 
President's words, “ any such hideous 
thing " as this war from ever happen- 
ing again. A writer in The New Eu- 
rope, that exceedingly well-infornied, 
fair-minded, and authoritative publi-.

ligent consideration to the problems of 
the new adjustments in Southeastern 
Europe, says upon this point; 

It would not be an “ annexation ” 
were the Poles of Russia, Austria, and 
Prussia to be reunited in some form of 
independent polity.

Austria would naturally 
retain this right of self-determination, 
but would lose the power of oppressing 
the non-Germans and the non-Mag-* 
yars, which was one of the contribu- 
tory causes of the war.

Germany has committed wrongs for 
which in simple justice she shoujd 
be required to make compensation. 
It is plain that there should be pay- 
ment to Belgium, reparation should 
be made for the wanton destruction of} 
property, :for no military reason, in the 
Freneh territory so. long occupied by 
Germans. This would bo entirely 
compatible with the principle énunci- 
ated~by the present Government of 
Russia. 

Certainly no member of the Russian 
Government, unless he were affected 
with a German bias, could deny that 
what Mr. Wi.son has to say upon the 
subject of territorial changes is based 
upon sound reason and the principles 
.of eternal justice. It would be prepos- 
terous to interpret the Russian slogan 
of “no annexations ” as an insistence 
upon the Yestoration of the status quo. 
It is only in German milnds, and in the 
minds of those who would look with 
favor upon the acconplishment of 
German aims, that that ‘idea could find 
favor. As Mr. WiLson points out, “ it 
“ was.the status quo ante out of which 
“ this iniquitous war issued forth.” 
The ambitious plans f domination 
which the Imperial Government sought 
to carry. out involved annexations on a 
tremendous scale, “ widespread domi- 
nation and influence ” outside the em- 
pire. The militery “ projection of 
“ power ali the way from Berlin to 
“ Bagdad and beyond” was “ directed 

“ against nothing else than the peace 
“ and liberty of the world.” To break 
the meshes of that intrigue it is neces- 
sary that wrong already done should 
be » and not less important that 

“ adequate measures must be taken to 

“ prevent it from ever again being re- 
“ woven or repaired.” The undoing of 
past Wrongs, the righting ot old acts of 
territorial rapine, must be considered 
essential to the safeguarding of peace 
in the future. The restoration of Al- 
to|sace-Lerraine to France and of Italia 
Irredenta to its rightful owner would 
not bee eres "they. would be a: 
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half of the Unitea States. There 
are some hopeful indications of re- 
turning reason and steadiness in Pro- 
visional Government circles in Petro- 
grad. Business men, representing a 
sober-minded view of Russian inter- 
ests, have spoken in a manner very 
satisfactory to the Allies. Recent ef- 
forts on the part of Germany to fur- 
ther her schemes of a separate peace 
with Russia have been baYked, and 
the Cossacks of the Don, the best 
fighting men in Russia, declare their 
loyal support of the Government and 
protest against the furthering of Ger- 
man purposes by senseless radicals. 
To all of these the President’s letter 
should bring a powerful reinforce- 
ment. It is not too late to entertain 
the hope that Russia may loyally re- 
sume her relations with the Allies, 
giving them the aid in the prosecu- 
tion of the war which they have the 
right to expect of her.

THE TRISH CONVENTION. 

The murder by Sinn. Feiners in 
Dublin of a Police Inspector who, in 
obedience to orders, was preventing a 
meeting called for seditious purposes 
is not a good omen, perhaps, of the 
success-of the Irish Conyention. On 
the other hand, the heroic death in 
battle of Major WiLLIamM REDMOND, 
brother of the Nationalist léader and 
himself an influential member of the 
Irish contingent in Parliament, lends 
@ new glamour to the achievements of 
the Irish in the war. All the chron- 
iclers testify to the glorious work ac- 
complished by the Irish soldiers on 
the western front, They all feel, as 
the Prime Minister said of WiLL1AM 
Repmonp in his eulogy in Parliament. 
yesterday, that “the war is Ireland’s 
“ great opportunity for winning vic- 
“tory for itself while fighting side by. 
“ side with Great Britain in the world 
“struggie for freedom.” REDMOND 
shed his blood for Ireland.* The

THE MESSINES VICTORY. 

The second of the long succession of 
British blows against the an line 
has fallen. Its local purpose, ‘was to 
straighten out the Ypres salient, and, 
that having been brilliantly accom- 
plished, the likelihood {s that Field 
Marshal Haic’s next blow will fall in a 
different region. The object of his 
campaign is that of Grant in 1864— 
not so much to reconquer territory and 
take positions as to wear the enemy 
out. His campaign of 1916 had three 
objects, the relief of Verdun, the di- 
version of the threatened attack on 
Russia, and attrition of the German 
strength. This year two of these ob- 
jects are not present, and only the 
third remains. ‘ 

Therefore Haie struck heavily along 
the Arras line, and when he ended that 
eriterprise he struck his next blow, 
this time at Ypres. Bearing in mind 
that his object is attrition, and that 
when one gains his object he has won 
a victory, it would be even a greater 
gain for him to inflict heavy losses on 
the enemy than to straighten out the 
Ypres salient. He took over 7,000 
prisoners, and, according to the usual 
way of figuring, this would mean 
30,000 killed and wounded. Haig him- 
self lost 10,000. From every point of 
view, therefore, the Ypres attack was 
a victory. 

Hare’s policy this year, so far as de- 
veloped, is that of striking steady, 
heavy, alternating blows; hammering. 
He hammers first at one point and 
then at another. The points at which 
he strikes them are not accidentally 
determined; that is, he does not first 
strike a blow at one point, and then 
look around for another. On the con- 
trary, the Ypres attack was in prepa- 
ration long before the blow on the Ar- 
ras line was struck.

This plen ‘is as well known to ‘Ger- 
many as it is to Hara himself, and 
therefore the rejoicings of HINDENBURG 
and the Kaiser over imaginary British 
defeats, whenever Hare comes to the 
end of one of his blows, are thoroughly 
insincere. When Hare finished his 
blow at Arras ‘and struck no more, but 
went ahead with his preparations for 
his blow at Ypres, the Kaiser made 
thé air ring with shouts of: pretended 
joy over this “ defeat.” Probably he 
will repeat the performance as soon as 
activity; which is already slowing down 
at Ypres, ceases there; and so with 
Haiq’s next blow. But HaiG, entirely 
undisturbed, methodically goes along 
getting his next blow launched; and 
this is likely to be the history of the 
campaign throughout the rest of the 
year. How long it will take the Ger- 
man people to discover the hollowness 
of the Kaiser's rejoicings it is impos- 
sible to say; but of course the Kaiser 
himself is not in the least deceived 

The use of the word “ British ” in- 
stead of the word “ Alljes” is war- 
ranted by the fact that the bulk of the 
offensive work is falling entirely on 
the British. -The French, apparently, 
Intend to conserve their men.’ This 
was JOFFRE’s policy, while NIVELLE’s 
was more aggressive. NIVELLE’s at- 
tack seems to have been more expen- 
sive in men than the policy of attrition 
of the enemy warrants, and since then 
the French have been standing more 
on the defensive. With Russia still 
out of the war, Rumania waiting on 
Russia, the burden of -the offensive 
has fallen upon the British in the west 
and the Htalians in the south, with 
such aid to the British as it may be 
expedient for the French to render 
from time to time.

This article concerned myself and was 
written in such a way as to cast doubts 
upon my sympathies and my patriot- 
ism, two things’ which have-never be- 


fore been questioned, and I feel myself’ 


entitled to register a most emphatic 
protest against the injustice that has 
been done me. Call it a large and 
legitimate kick, if you like. However, 
read the facts and judge for yourself. 

A shop at Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
fifth Street is managed by a man of 
notoriously pro-German sympathies, 
who made a prominent display in his 
windows of ‘he Kaiser, von Hinden- 
burg and the Emperor of Austria until 
this country actually declared war. 
Two paper American flags had been 
placed on the window of the shop by 
indignant American citizens, and cer- 
tain of my friends and myself noted 
that day bx day pieces of the flags were 
being torn off in an effort to remové 
them. 

On Friday evening, June 1, I was in 
company with several friends, one. of 
whom has lost his only son fighting 
for France at the battle of Verdun. 
In passing the shop, we noticed that 
a sign composed in the German colors, 
red, white,. and black, was flaunted 
above the remnant of the American 
flag, upon* which I indignantly wrote 
in cil ‘* Look at the German colors 
above it.”’ 

While the propriety of my act and 
the interpretation of. the significance 
of the German colors are of course 
open to criticism, the act in itself was 
essentially inspired by patriotic motives 
and a desire -to challenge what -ap- 
peared to all of us to be a flagrant and 
open affront to all Americans, 

That full justice be done to myself, 
it, is my conviction. that this letter 
should be published. and given a 
prominence equal at least to that * 
the article referred to.

In the registration blanks that were filled 
out by the young men of this country on 
Tuesday, June 5, one of questions to be 
answered appears to me to be obscure. I 
refer to the claim of exemption. Inasmuch 
as I am one of the millions whose duty it 
was to be registered, I was faced by a puz- 
aling. problem. It is not easy for anybody 
with a conscience to claim exemption; that 
is to say, to register himself as unwilling 
to perform his duty.
